To allude to New. Westminster as the great 
wen of the colony—a pauper, built up at the ex- 
pense of the rest of country, dnd subsisting upon 
a sort of black-mail, wrung from the hard work- 
ing miner—dictating the policy of the Govern- 
ment to which it “ toadies,? depleting the Trea- 
sury to which it does nef co itribute its fair quota, 
and squandering the p 
sure walks and ornamental avenues and terraces, 
has become so common iu the Victoria papers, 
as well as in their worthy scion, established on 
the banks of Williams Creek for the specific pur- 
pose of echoing the Union howl, that one quite 
expects to find the sentiment, in one form or 
another, permeating every editorial article, and 
every emanation from the parasites who frequent 
their columns. Remembering the maxim that 
quid non negat, fatetur, a little space devoted to 
the consideration of how the account really does 
stand between New Westminster and the Colon- 


blic.revenue upon plea- 


ial Treasury may not be misappropriated. To 


commence with, we have the sum of. $150,450, 
being the proceeds of sale of townsite, compris- 
ing 650 acres of heavily timbered land; upon 
which the city of New Westminster now stands. 
From this sum we have to deduct $21,552, ($9,- 
000 of which, however, still remains in the Col- 
onial' Treasury), being the sum total granted 
from the public revenue for city improvements 
up to the present writing. This would Icave 
net balance of $129,098, contributed towards 
the general revenue by New Westminster lot 
owners. Next we bave the amount contributed 
in the more general form of import duties, head- 
money, port and harbor dues, excise duties, Jand 
revenue, trading, spirit and other licenses, pos- 
tage, fines, forfeitures and fees of court, and fees 
of-office, in respect of all of which the people of 
Indeed, in 
80 far as import duties are concerned, they .pay 
in a greater ratio than do communities in the 
interioy ; for the simple reason that their con- 
sumption in articles of laxury—the most heavily 
taxed imports—is much greater. The estimated 
revenue from these sources this year is $532,846, 
a fourth, or $133,211, of which, at the very least, 
is contributed by the people in and around this city. 
To strike an average for the six previous years, 
in order to get at the total amount contributed 
towards the general revenue, will be a less casy 
task, and must necessarily partake somewhat of 
speculation. But we opine that, if we take 
$50,000 as the multiplicand, even the carping 
Sentinel will not find fault. This would give 
$300,000, which, with $133,211 for this year, 
would make a total of $433,211 as the amount 
contributed towards the public revenue, under 
these general beads, up to the close of the ctr- 
rent fiscal year, by the people of New Westmin- 
ster. We have already seen that this city has a 
credit of $129,098, being balance of proceeds 
of sale of townsite, which, added to the $433,211 
of ordinary revenue, would make $562,309, as 
standing to the credit of New Westminster, after 
deducting all that has been expended in the con- 
struction of those ornamental avenues and plea- 
sure walks which press so heavily upon the brain 
of our Barkerville contemporary. There is anoth- 
er phase of this subject which, however, we are 


, compelled, from considerations of space, to dis- 


pose:of in a more summary manner than its im- 
portance would justify, under other circumstances, 
What the people of New Westminster have con- 
tributed towards the permanent interests of Brit- 
ish Columbia cannot be calculated by dollars 
and ceuts—must ‘not be gauged by the mere 
amount they have paid into the public Treasury. 
Even the most narrow and sordid view of the 
subject would not admit of such a conclusion.
